HUMOURS OF DIET.

WHY PEOPLE GROW FAT. : 

There are very few really amusing articles on 
diet, writes the Medical Correspondent of The 
Times. In fact, the sybject is so dreary that 
at the mere mention of a proteid or a carbo- 
hydrate the ordinary man shudders. The thing 
seems to lack common sense; man does not eat 
carbohydrate? and proteids; he does not want 
to. 

This view has at last found an exponent, whe 
dares in the pages of the Practitioner to declare 
boldly >—‘ You cannot chew the end of cooked 
foods any more than you can ruminate raw 


flesh.” This is addressed to “obese” persons; 
it comes with astonishing humour and good 
nature from the pen of Dr. Leonard Williams. 
His doctrine is that every fat person is the 
victim of some poison present in the body. 
It is known, for example, that arsenic wil 
cause obesity, So will a hundred other poisons. 
and so will the toxins of disease. Fatness is 
thus an indication of failure to deal with the 
intake. The cure of fatness is the cure of the 
poisoning which causes it or the increase of 
bodily resistance to that poison. 

This is a reasonable and interesting stand: 
point. The writer declares :— 

‘Toxins gain the upper hand, and the mile 
ject becomes the object of caustic congratula- 
tions from his tailor and his traitorous frienda 
on his increasingly benevolent appearance.” 

The cure suggested, however, is another 
matter. It is the free use of uncooked food, 
which for some of us, at any rate, is nearly as 
bad as the carbohydrates and the proteids. 
Uncooked foods—fruite, dairy produce, salada, 
and nuts—contain what are known as vitamines, 
principles essential to life. These are, said - 
be less plentiful in cooked foods. ts the pr 
sence of the vitamines, according to Dr. Wil. 
liame, the toxins, described by him as “ Princes 
of the Blood,” languish.

At Wicklow Quarter Sessions on Thursday, 
before his Honor Judge Brereton Barry, Head- 
constable’ Plower claimed £600, Sergt. Jones 
£500, and Constable MacCormack £500 com- 
peusation for injuries receivéd at riots which 
took place at Wicklow in April, 1913. 

Head-constable Plower gave evidence that 
at midday on 15th April, 1918, while escorting 
Thomas Cullen, who had been arrested for 
drilling, and had declined to give bail, uo the 
railway station for conveyance to Dublin, a 
crowd of about 400 collected round the bar.

Witness put 
the prisoner into the train, and the driver re- 
fused to travel, with the result that the train 
was held up till after 6 o'clock, At 5.30 p.m, 
a section forced the prisoner to leave the car- 
tiage,»but witness followed and caught him, 
wish the assistance of other police. The 
crowd closed in, and/he had to order batons 
to be drawn. At thil poing Sergt. Jones was 
struck with a heavy stone, and Constable 
MacCormack with a heavy stick. They 
brought the prisoner back to the barracks;

When 
Parliament meets in a few days it will be 
asked to devote to Irish affairs the 
precious weeks in which it was to have dis- 
cussed all the angry problems of labour 
unrest and economic danger that the peace 
has brought in its train. 

The Cabinet has given its Drafting Com- 
mittee a free hand. It has put only two 
restraints on the measure of self-government 
for. Ireland which Mr. Walter Long and 
his colleagues have been in#tructed to pre- 
pare. The Bill must safeguard the Im- 
perial supremacy in all particulars, and it 
must respect the solemn pledges of suc- 
cessive Governments against any’ coercion 
of North-East Ulster. The second of these 
limitations was, of course, inevitable, but | 
it ‘reduces ‘the Committee's "free shand ” 
to a mere figure of speech. The Ulster 
Unionists cannot be forced to accept a 
minority position in a Parliament common 
to the whole of Ireland. From the 
outset the scope. of the Committees 
inquiry will be confined by the hard facts 
of the situation to two plans. One is 
plan of counfy option, to which already 
it is said to be friendly, County option, 
which Unionist Ulster probably would 
accept in the last resort, means partition 
naked and unaskamed. The other plan 
is that. which has been advocated with 

much ability and ingenuity by The Times: 
Two separate and virtually independent . 
Legislatures would be established, one in 
Ulster and the other in the three Southern 
provinces. A theoretical link would be 
constructed in the form of a superior 
Chamber—a mere skeleton at first, but 
gradually assuming flesh and blood as the 
two provineial Legislatures came to trust | 
each other and to commit certain common 
services and responsibilities to it. This 
scheme has the grave demerit of leaving 
too many vital interests to chance. 
What is certain is the fact that 
two water-tight provincial Legislatares 
would establish all the machinery of 
permanent ‘pattition.” 
uncertain is the prospect of any evolution 
of a common Senate for the whole of Ire- 
land. Having obtained their independent 
Legislature, the Unionists. of North-East 
Ulster could not be prevented from saying, 
“dy suis, j'y reste.’ Can we doubt that 
the Sinn Fein majority in the South would 
give them every inducement to say it? 

The Cabinet's Coénimittee includes several: 
men who are familiar with the problems 
of Irish government and have no illusions 
about the present state of the country. 
We believe that all its members are sin- 
cerely anxious to find a solution which 
would bring peace to Ireland, We fear, 
however, that they will discover very 
quickly that they are engaged on a hope 
less quest. An imposed settlement which 
was unacceptable either to North-East 
Ulster or to:the Nationalist majority, or 
to beth, would bring: not peace, but a 
sword. The only settlement that the 
Government can impose without tyranny 
or breach of faith--and we refuse to think 
that men like Mr. Long and Viscount 
French and Mr. Fisher would connive at 
either—is the settlement of pa?tition, 
which would be a ‘strict fulfilment of the 
doctrine of “ self-determination” in both 
parts of Ireland. It would be, however, 
a ruinous and unnatural settlement,,. un. 
popular in Ulster, fatal “to ‘the Southern 
Unionists, and hateful to Nationalists of 
every school. Over the portal of a parti- 
tioned Ireland, whether the partition were 
naked or disguised, the country’s weeping 
Genius would be forced to write, ‘All 
hope abandon ye who enter here.” The

REAL NATURE OF THE AFGHAN 


PEACE. 

In the course of a leading article on the 
Afghan “ Peace,” The Times aays:--A semi- 
ofieial statement, published yesterday, dis- 
Closed the fact. that “some Germans and 
Austrians” have arrived in Kabul, while 
Afghan troops have gone to Mery, now in the 
hands of the Bolsheviste.

A year ago, yesterday, the Leinster was 
sunk. Within a few miles of lrelafid’s peaceful 
shores one of the foulest crimes of a criminal 
war was perpetrated, and Germany brought 
her campaign of frightfulness to Our very doors, 
Over five hundred lives were lost om that fate- 
ful October morning.

Writing from Copenhagen on Friday, the; 
Press Association Correspondent says :—Accord- 
ing to a Riga telegram from the Lettish Infor- 
mation Bureau, the Chief of the Lettish General 
| Staff reports that; in violation of the Versailles 
Treaty, Von der Goltz’s German troops, together 
with Russian detachments, commanded by Col. 
Bermondt, alias Awaloff sttacked the Lettish 
troops in the direction of Riga on the front of 
Stolai (30 kilometres from Riga), and the Riga 
shore. They occupied coastal town of 
Schlock, outside the demarcation linc. _ 

Their attack on the coastal town of Dubbeln, 
30 kilometres from Riga, was repulsed with 
sanguinary losses to the enemy, as was also the 
attack on the Lettish left wing. Near Keckau, 
on the Dwina, the Germans a with 
armoured motor cars and acroplanes. Near 
Stolai German aeroplanes also tried to bomb the 
right, but were fired on by the Letts. 

In repuising the Germans at Stolai Station, 
the Lettish artillery destroyed an enemy 
armoured train and an armoured car, whilst 
two German companies were cut up by machine | 
gun fire. 

Fighting is continuing on the whole front. 

The. majority of the German prisoners taken 
| gave themselves up without resistance. The so- 
called Russian detachments also contain Imperial 
German soldiers. 

The Lettish losses were slight. 

Another Riga telegram says that, despite the 
fact that the German troops attacked repeatedly 
during the night in overwhelming numerical 
superiority, and armed with all modern techni- 
cal weapons, they did not succeed in overcoming 
the heroic defence of the Lettish troops, who | 
successfully counter-attacked. Both soldiers 
and civilians are filled with enthusiasm, and 
volunteers are joining day and night, including 
students, artists, writers, and.all classes. Some 
Lettish soldiers who have bean fighting with the 
British and French detachments at Archangel, 
and who have just arrived by steamer, im- 
mediately volunteered, and are already at the 
front. A state of siege has been proclaimed at 
Riga, as a precautionary measure. Soldiers 
going to the front are pelted with flowers by | 
the populace.
